NIcHOLAS FiTZHERBERT, ſecond Son of Jo{y 
Fitz herbert, ſecond Son of Sir Anth. Prtzherbert, Knight (the 
great Lawyer) Son of Ra/ph Fita herbert of Norbury in Derhy- 
ſhire, Eſq; , was a Student in Exeter Coll. and exhibited to by 
Sir Will. Petre, about 1568. but what continuance he made 
there, I know not. Sure *tis, that his bare name ſtands in 
the Regiſter called Matricula, under the title of Coll. Evo 
in 1571. and 72. he being then the Senior Under-graduat ot 
that College. About that time he left his native Country, 
Parents and Patrimony for Religion ſake, and went beyond 
the Seas as a voluntary Exile. At firſt he ſetled at Bonoria in 
Italy, purpoſely to obtain the knowledge of the Civil Lau, 
and was living there in 1580. Not long after he went ta

began to live in the Court of il. Alan the Cardinal d. 
England ( whoſe perſon and vertues he much adored) and 
continued with him till the time of his death, being then ac- 
counted eminent for his knowledge in both the Laws, and tor 
humane literature.

Since the Publication of this 
Diſcourſe I find that Begerus ® hath given ſome Account ot 
the ſame kind of Inſtruments. He reckons them amonglt thc | 
ancient celtes, which were chiefly made uſe of in cutting In- 
ſcriptions upon Sepulchral Monuments. And this Opinion Wt 
will very well agree with, and in no ſmall meaſure confirm, 
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what I have noted, w#z. that they are ſome of the ancient | 
Chiſlels. And being found in Forreign Countries, as well as | 
Britain, we may from thence learn that they are not properly | 
Britiſh Weapons, but rather Roman. | 5 HT | 
Sepulchral Monuments, amongſt the Romans, were look d | 
upon as very ſacred, and ſevere Puniſhments were inflicted | 
upon ſuch as preſum'd to violate them. Which Mulcts were 
ſometimes pecuniary , and Cautions againſt their Violation Fe, | 
are frequently given in the Inſcriptions themſelves to ſuch as 4 
ſhould view them. Hence in a Monument on the Eaſt Side | 
of our Theater Yardat OxeoRD we have a Prohibition a- 
gainſt the Alienation of it either by Sale or Gift, and a pecu- 
niary Penalty of 30. thouſand Seſtertii (for H—S, or rather 
LL—S, XXX. M. N. is the ſame as Seſtertii triginta millia 
nummum is injoyn'd to ſuch as ſhould be guilty of this Crime; 
which Money was a great Sum, and was immediately to be 
lodg'd in the Arte (not Arcæ, which were leſs conſiderable) 
of the Pontiſices. And the better to ſhew the great deſire that 
the Erectors of it had, that the leaſt injury ſhould not be done 
to it, theſe Letters H. M. D. M. A. (which ſignify Huic mo- 
numento dolus malus abeſto) were added at the end. The 4 
ſame Letters, or others to the ſame purpoſe, were alſo often 
put on other Monuments, and were as well underſtood as if | 
the words had been ingrav'd at full length. But that thoſe 
that are curious and exact in theſe Studies may be the better 21 
ſatisfy d, and may be able the more ealily to make their own 
Obſervations, 1 ſhall publiſh the Inſcription at large ; and 
eſpecially tor this reaſon, becauſe I find thar *tis not printed 
with that due exactneſs as could have been wiſh'd in the 
Marmora Oxonienſia a.

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It may be farther noted that not only the Stones, but even 
the Ground for ſuch a Diſtance was eſteem'd as holy. For 
this reaſon we have in old Monuments ſo many Feet in agro 
& in fronte. Since therefore Funeral Monuments were held 
ſo ſacred, *tis no wonder that the moſt ſacred Sort of Metal 
was imploy'd in cutting and ingraving the Inſcriptions upon | 
them. The depth of the Letters requir'd no great Force in | 
the Operation, at leaſt not a greater than was conſiſtent with | 


the Strength of ſuch a Metal. But allowing this, why ſhould 


the Romans ule it on other occaſions, namely in paving the 
High-Ways and in forming their Camps, when Iron, a more 
proper Metal, might be fo eaſily procur'd by them? Several! 
curious Obſervations and Reflections might be made in Re. 
ply to this Queſtion ; but all I ſhall fay in anſwer to it is, that 


the Romans were a very Religious People, and they though: 


that the more venerable for it's Sacredneſs the Metal they | 
made uſe of was, ſo much the more proſperous the Works 
they rais'd by the help of it would be. Apollo, Mars and 
Mercury, as well as the other Gods, appear frequently amongit 
thoſe Figures on Monuments of Antiquity that are owing to 
the Romans. This is wholly to be attributed to their Religion. } 
And 'tis a notable inſtance of it that we have in the Stynsfield 
teſſellated Pavement, where Apollo Sagittarius (who, for the | 
Alliſtance he is ſuppos d to have given in Military Affairs, in 
an Inſcription in the learned Mr. GAL e's valuable Edition

for War, and Swords of Copper that had been found at 
Gnaverſ/lake Bay in Cornual, to ſay nothing of the Braſs Hel- 
met in Lambecius 2. This is certain, that had not this way of 
tempering it been of old time in very great Perfection, tis 
not conceiveable how or why all their Arms ſhould be made 
of Braſs, as without doubt they were. The Scripture tells bus 
that Goliah's Helmet, Boots (or Greaves) and Shield were all 
of Braſs. Upon which occaſion Chiffletius notes c that all the 
Military Inſtruments were of Braſs, at the ſame time obſerving 
that they had a particular way of tempering it, notwithſtanding 
loſt afterwards. And this is confirm'd from the Parian Chro- 
niclein which ' tis noted that Iron was not found out till about 
186. Years before the Trojan War. Upon which Account 
tis that we have ſo frequent mention of Braſs Arms and Braſs 
Spears in Homer, by whom Vulcan is call'd d zavnmezms, 1. e. 


according to the Scholiaſt, e at lu jxraxucuntly νο . Alceus 


alſo, a very ancient Poet, in an excellent Fragment of him 
preſerv'd by Athenæus e, tells us of a very large Houle moſt 
neatly furniſhed with Braſs Arms, ſuch as Helmets, Boots or 
Greaves, Breſt Plates, Shields, Swords, Belts, and Coats of 
Mail, as may appear from the Words themſelves, which J 


hall tranſcribe at large, chiefly for the uſe of thoſe who, in 


theſe Caſes, are not content with bare References unleſs they 
have alſo the very expreſſions out of the Authors referr d to:

obliged to you ) I find it adorned with a great many learned] 0 


Remarks upon the Antiquities of ſeveral Counties, moſt of 
your own, and ſore communicated to you by Friends, wh 
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add a very great Luſtre to the Work. This has induced met 

look over ſome diſperſed Papers relating to a few of the An- 
tiquities that I have obſerved in the Weſt-Riding of Yorkſhire, 
which 1 had chiefly taken notice of ſome Years ago. If they 
will be ſerviceable to you in any reſpect, I give you free li- 
berty of making what uſe of them you pleale ; tho' 1 with I 
had time to reduce them into that agreeable Method, as 
might render them fit for the Publick. The Obſervations 
are juſt, and ſuch as you may depend upon. Mr. Camden 
has deft us a very {light Account of the Weſt-Riding of York- 
ſhire, eſpecially of that Part joyning upon Lancaſhire, which 
aftords as many Curioſities both of Art and Nature as an 
Part of England, and doubtleſs would afford as great Satiſ 
faction to any diligent and learned Inquirer. 

Of Britiſh Antiquities, that are certainly fuch, I can give 
but a very flender Account, only I have ſeveral Heads ot 
Darts that ave Flints of ſeveral Colours found here by plough- 
ing, and are looked upon as Britiſh. And 1 have met with 
ſeveral Britin Words that are ſtill in uſe, ſuch as Laghton 
tor a Garden, which I take to be a Bed, or Hillock, of Lecks, 
Kanms , a barren and ſteep piece of waſt Ground, which 
ſeems to me to be a Derivative from the Irilh Word Kuazna, 
a Mountain ; beſides many others, wich I cannot now re- 
member: tho I doubt not but a much greater number may 
be diſoovered by any Perſon skilled in the Britiſh Language. 

I have now by me one of thoſe Braſs Inſtruments found at 
xiddale, and given me by William Ellis Eiq;, Proprietor of 
the Place, which ſeems exactly to agree with the Draught 
{ent you by Mr. 'Thoresby, upon which you have with much 
Learning and Judgment giyen us your thoughts; but (with 
Submiſnon to much better Judges) I am induc'd to think, 

that thefe Inſtruments did not belong to the Romans, nor 
WW vere imployed to any uſe yet aſſigned them: and that they 
Wy cre not the Heads of ſtaves belonging to the Britains (as 
' 2 Thoresby believes) I think you have given full Satiſ- 
action. | 
That theſe Inftruments were caſt in a Mould is very evi- 
dent, not only by the Seams on the Sides, but by the very 
Sand in which they were caſt, this of mine being very nigh 
half filled with it. The Compokition I take to be the ſame 
with our Braſs Pots, and to conlitt of two Parts of courſe 
Copper, and one of Lead. Theſe Inſtruments are alſo too 
much hollowed, and too thin, to be imployed for cutting of 
Wood or Stone. And withal being fixed to a Handle or 
Shaft, they mult be driven into Wood or Stone by the Ra

But I muſt ſtill own my ſelf at a loſs to apply a proper 
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of a Hammer; which great force not only the Brittleneſ; | 
and Softneſs of the Metal doth not admit ot, but they mug | 
alſo by ſuch Violence be burſt in Pieces. And beſides 1 do 
not ſee why we ſhould aſſign ſuch ſervile uſes to a Metal 
ſo facred to the Romans, when this part of Britain aftorgs | 
one much fitter for the purpoſe you imploy theſe Inſtru. 
ments to. That Iron was made in this Neighbourhood in 
the time of the Romans a late Diſcovery has ſuthciently | 
convinced me. Upon removing a heap of Cinders to repair | 
the High-Ways withal, a good Quantity of Copper Roman 
Coyns were diſcovered, ſome of which I have now in my | 
poſſeſſion. "Theſe were of Conſtantine, Conſtantius, Dio- 
cletian, and of the Uſurper Carauſius. This Country a- 
bounds with ſuch heaps of Cinders, though we have not ſo 


much as any Tradition that ever Iron was made there. 


That the Romans underſtood the Tempering of Steel to a 
very great Nicety the ſtately Monuments of Granate and 
Porphyry ſtill at Rome are Evidence for us. If it be al- 
lowed that the Romans made Iron in theſe Parts, and un- 
derſtood the Tempering of it, 1 do not ſee why a lets fit} 
Metal, and alſo of more Value, ſhould be ſubſtitute to it. 


uſe to them, though I am not fatisfyed with any that has 
been aſhgned. The laſt Summer I met with a MS. Account 
de Antiquitatibus Inſule Mong in the Hands of my worthy! 
and learned Friend Mr. Fowke nigh Ruthin in Denbyſhire, 
ſent him to peruſe by Mr. Rowland a Clergyman of An- 
gleſcy, and Author of it, in which I found the deſigns ot ſe- 
veral Braſs Inſtruments of the ſame Form with ours, having 
alſo a Loop at the Side, though not a fourth part ſo large. 
Theſe were found in Angleſey, and by him taken to be the 
Heads of Britiſh Darts. Though 1 cannot believe that theſe 
of ours were ever imployed to that uſe, yet I am inclinable 
to think they are Remains of the ſame People. And it li- 
berty of Conjecture may be allowed, perhaps they have! 
been Axes uſed in ſacrificing ſome of the ſmaller Quadru- 
peds by the ancient Britains, and might have been fixed to 
a crooked Handle after the manner here meanly deſigned, 
rhe Loop on the Side ſerving to make the Inſtrument more 
firm by putting a Wire through it, and tying it to the Shaft; 
bur this 1 wholly ſubmit to your Judgment. 
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As for Roman Antiquities, that are certainly ſuch, tliere 


have been great Quantities of their Coyn diſcovered in this 


Neighbourhood within the memory of Man; but none of 
very early Date. The firſt I met with was diſcovered at 
Sowerby within the Parith of Hallyfax, a little above the 
Town, nigh the High-Way, and ſome, of them were given 
me by Mr. John Hargraves of Hallyfax, one of Nerva, one 
of Veſpalian, one of Trajan, and one of Hadrian, all of Silver, 
and well preferved, but nothing material in their Reverſes. 
About twenty Years agde were found ſeveral Hundreds ot 
Coyns of the following Emperors nigh Heaton within the 
Pariſh of Burſtall, in a Field called Hedleſhaw. Being Pro- 
prietor of the Place, great Quantities of them (all of mixt 
Metal) came to my Hands, iz. of Heliogabalus, Severus A- 
lexander, Gallienus, Gallus, Philippus, Decius, Gordianus 
Pius, the Uſurper Poſtumus, and of ſeveral others which I 
have not time to look out. There were alſo not long fince 
divers large Copper Medals found at Hoveldge within the 
Townſhip of Hipperholme in a thick Glaſs Veſſel. Thoſe I 
goͤt were of Diocleſian, Allectus and Caraufius, and doubtleſs 
there were divers others, tho* they were difperſed before L 
had intelligence of them. Some alſo of later Date I was 


ſhown not long agoe found fallen from a Precipice of Stain- 


land, but much defaced by time. Tho' we have many Bar- 
rows within the Cumpace of ten Miles from this Place, yet I 
dare not affirm any of them to be Roman, no Remains of 


that Nation being found nigh them that have come to my 


knowledge.

But then there is this to be ſaid againſt it, that tho' I have 


very remarkable Cures in ſcrophulous Caſes by bathing in, 
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there and the Alluſion to the Name contribute to confirm it, 


made great Inquiries, yet I cannot find that ever any Me. 
dals, Urns, or any other Antiquities of that kind have been 
diſcovered at this Place. So that I began to queſtion the | 
truth of Mr. Camden's Opinion, till of late meeting with the 
Reverend Mr. Roberts Rector of Linton in Craven, and in. | 
uiring whether he had met with any thing remarkable nigh | 
that Place, he told me he had obſerved a paved Way of an 
unuſual Breadth betwixt Hainworth and Cullingworth in the | 
Parifh of Bingley, which doubtleſs mult have been a Roman | 
Way. It appears there bare, being above twelve Feet 
broad, and ncatly ſet of ſuch Stones as the Place afforded. 
It's Statelineſs jhows it's Original, and you may trace it | 
where the Ground is pretty hard, a Ridge appearing higher 
than the Surface of the Earth in ſome Places being only co- 
vered with Graſs, tho' I have been informed that it is often | 
met with at ſeveral Feet deep upon the Moors in digging for 
Piets. It croſſes the Height of Harding Moor, where it is | 
viſible in ſeveral Places, and points at a Place called the | 
Moor Houſe above Morton, and appears again, as I have been | 
rold, upon Rumleſsmoore, and thence leads to Ilkley. Nigh | 
this Way upon the Moor before mentioned are two large 
heaps of Stones called Skerts of Stones, one of them {till ot a | 
Conical Figure, but much the leſſer. From the other have | 
been removed valt Quantities of Stones imployed in walling 
the Neighbouring Incloſures within the memory of Man, 
The Remainders are now thrown abroad, and cover a con- 
{iderable picce of Ground. It theſe had been * of Earth, 
or ſo much as covered with Earth, being ſo nigh the Way, 
{ſhould have believed them to have been tumuli of the Ro- 
mans. But being only heaps of Stones, I ſhall ſuſpend my 
thoughts till I am informed that the Romans ever erected 
ſuch Monuments over their Dead. IIkley now 1s a very) 
mean Place, and chiefly famous for a cold Well which has done 


and drinking of, it. The laſt ſhows it to be a Vitriolike Wa- 
ter, tho? I have made no farther Tryal of it. The Stones 
Mr. Camden obſerved in the Church-Yard are now broken 
down, and much defaced, tho' ſome Fragments of them {all 
remain in the ag Walls, and upon one of them 1 
placed a Dyal, on the Weſt Side of which is an human Fi- 
gure (tho? much injured by time) with a Glory about his Head, 
which ſhows theſe Monuments not to be of that Ange | 
Mr. Camden makes them, and not to claim a farther Pate 

than that of Chriſtianity in Britain. Perhaps this might nl 
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of the ſame kind, and erected upon the ſame account with 
thoſe Dr. Plot has obſerved erected in the like Places in 
Staffordſhire. Upon the Tops of Harding Moor, not far 
from the above mentioned Way, was ſhown me by Benja- 
min Ferrand Eſq; another Skirt ot Stones, much leſs than the 
two former, and nigh it a Row of Stones placed in a Line 
nigh 200. Paces in length ; but tew of them appear above two 
Feet above the Heath, and ſome lye hid under it. Thar 
theſe Stones were placed here by deſign no Perſon that ſees 
them can doubt ; but for what End I cannot conjecture, 
having never ſeen any thing of this kind before. There is no 
Tradition of them. Belides being out of all Roads, they are 
known to few. Tis probable the Way that leads to likley 
may be found upon the Moors leading from thence to Iſu- 
rium, now Aldburrough, nigh which Place are to be ſeen 
thoſe noble Antiquities the DeviPs Arrows, which I have 
ſeveral times beheld with much Admiration, and had latel 


an opportunity of taking their exact Dimenſions, which I do 


not remember I. have any where obſerved before. The 
talleſt of them is now 24. Feet above Ground, and in cir- 
cumference at the Baſis about 18. Feet. The ſecond about 


j Feet lower, and nigh the Baſis pretty much of the ſame 


igneſs. The third, which is much the largeſt, tho” lower 


than the ſecond by 3. Feet, is above 24. Feet in circumfe- 
rence at the Baſis. The Form of all theſe is alike from To 

to Bottom, being perfect Parallelograms. The Tops have 
ſuffered very much by Weather. How theſe came to be 
called rude. and unpoliſhed Stones, I know not. But any 
Perſon upon fight of them mult confeſs the contrary. That 
they are artificial Stones mult alſo be acknowledged an Er- 
ror, being of the {ame ſort of Gritt our Mill-Stones are uſuall 

made of. And indeed of this ſort of courſe Stone molt of 
the Baſs Relievo's, Altars, and Roman Buildings now ex- 
ſtant are made. I ſuppoſe the impollibility of removing theſe 
Stones from far was the occalion that they were looked up- 
on to be artificial, and made upon the Place, there being no 
Quarries of Stone of this kind within ten Miles of the Place 
where they are erected. One of them now ſtands in a Gar- 
den, and when I took the Dimenſions the Gardener told me 
he had dug to the Bottom of it, and ſaid it was ſeven Feet 
within Ground, not ſtanding upon any Pedeſtal, but had a 
round Bottom.

There be di- 
vers notable Antiquitees] Since Mr. Leland's time there have 
been alſo a great Number of Antiquities diſcover'd at this 
Place, ſome of which have been carefully preſerv'd, and others 
intirely deltroy'd. Mr. Camden hath been pleas'd to account 
for ſeveral, and had he liv'd to have given us another Im- 
preſſion of his Book (a new Edition of which in Latin, for 
t ought to be publiſld in the ſame Language in which it 
was Originally written, is now much delir'd by learned Men) 
he would, in all probability, have accounted for many of the 
reſt. If either my preſent Station, or my other Circumſtances 
would allow me the liberty of Travelling, I ſhould take great 
Pleaſure and Satisfaction in ſurveying this ancient and noted 
City, and 'tis likely I might be induc'd to give an Hiſtor 
of the moſt conſiderable Antiquities about it, together with 
ſuch Remarks and Reflections as ſhould occur to me upon 


that occaſion. At the ſame time *twould be proper to add a 


Collection of other Roman Antiquities ſtill preſerv'd in this 
land, and not yet publiſh'd by any of our Antiquaries. And 
this would be a convenient Seaſon too for publiſhing that fa- 
mous Collection of ancient Statues preſery'd in my Ld. Lem 
er's Gardens in Northamptonſhire,which I could wiſh had been 
| done by Mr. Moreton in his late Natural Hiſtory of North- 
amptonſbire, eſpecially ſince he reſerv'd one Part of the Work 
for the moſt memorable Antiquities belonging to that County, 
àmongſt which theſe Statues ought certainly to be reckon'd. 
But leaving this Point, all I ſhall note farther at preſent is only 
to beg leave to inſert three Roman Inſcriptions that are tix'd 
in the Walls at Bath, which tho' they are already publith'd by 
Mr. Camden *, yet they are very faultily printed there and far 
from being done with that Nicety and Exactneſs that ought to 
be obſery*d in theſe Affairs.

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were written much about -the time that the Abbey was re- 
form'd by, and receiv'd new Benefactions from, Roger Poure 
Biſhop of Salisbury. The Hand confirms this opinion. But 
not only the Book it ſelf, but the Covers of it are very re- 
markable, and worthy the Obſervation of ſuch as ſhall con- 
cern themſelves in deſcribing the ways of binding Books in 
that Age. This will be a Topick fit for hiin that {hall write 
about the beginning of Printing. It will become him to trace 
the Original of ſeveral Letters made uſe of by different 
Printers from old MSS. *T'is certain the firſt Printers follow'd 


the very Form and Make of the Letters they found in MSS. 


Nor did their immediate Succeſſors act otherwiſe. Hence 
we may account for the black and white Letter. And withal 
we may from hence, in ſome degree, give a judgment of the 
Age of thoſe MSS. from whence the hrit Books were printed. 
The firſt Binders alſo of printed Books imitated the Bindings 
oblerv'd in ancient written Books; tho' new Methods came 
up in time. The occaſion of the imitation was that the 
printed Books might look like MSS. and, by that means, 
bring in the greater Gain. But 'tis not my Bulineſs to enter 
into thus curious Subject. All I have to do is to obſerve that 
this Dock (which the more I have looked upon the more 1 
have always admir'd) hath two thick Boards (each about an 
Inch in thickneſs ) for it's Covers, and that they were joyn'd 
with the Book by large leather Thongs, which Boards are 
now, by length of Time, become very looſe. Tho' J have 
ſeen a vaſt number ot old Books, and ofrentimes examin'd 
their Covers, yet 1 do not remember that ] ever ſaw Boards 
upon any of them of ſo great thickneſs as theſe. This was 
the manner of Binding, it ſeems, of thoſe Limes, eſpecially 
it the Books were books of extraordinary value as this is. 
'Twas uſual to cut Letters in the Covers; and {uch Letters 
were the better prelerv'd by having them plac'd in ſome hol- 
low Part, which might cally be made if the Boards were 
pretty thick. I ſuppoſe therefore that even the Copies of 
Gregory s Paitoral that were given to Cathedral Churches by 
King Alfred had ſuch thick Covers alſo, that thereby the 
Aſtels might be fix'd the better. What makes me think fo 
iS, that the Our-lide of one of the Covers of this Book is 
made hollow, and there is a rude ſort of Figure upon a 
Brafs Plate that is faſten'd within the hollow Part. Which 
Figure I take to have been deſign'd for the Virgin Mary, to 
whom the Abbey was dedicated. Over it there was once 
taiten'd another much longer Plate, as is plain from the Nails 
that fix d it, and from ſome other ſmall Indications now ex- 
ſtant. And this, tis likely, was of Silver, and perhaps there 
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was an Anathema againſt the Eerſon that ſhould preſume to 
alienate it ingrav*d upon it, together with the Name of the 
Perſon (who it may be was Roger Poure ) that was the Do- 
nor of the Book. This will make it to have been nothing 
elſe but an ,#/e/, ſuch a one (tho not fo valuable) as was 
faſten'd upon Gregory's Paſtoral. But this I leave to every 
Man's Judgment, and for that end 1 have added in the forc- 
going Page the very Figure, as J have caus'd it to be drawn 
trom the Cover.

in the 105th. page of the Appendix to the Seventh Volume, 
which I gueſs Mr. Leland deſigned for the Courſes of the Ri-

The beſt Artiſts that could be 
found were imploy'd, and every Man had a Penny a Day, 
which was the beſt Wages, and an extraordinary Price in 
thoſe Times, when the belt Wheat was now and then * fold 
for twelve Pence a Quarter. Twas likewiſe in thoſe Times 
that in the Feaſts of the Fraternity of the Hely-Croſs in Al. 
bington they ſpent aur {1x Calfs, which coſt two Shillings 
and two Pence a Piece, ſixteen Lambs at twelve Pence a 
Piece, above four ſcore Capons at three Pence a Piece, above 
four {core Geeſe at two Pence half Penny a Piece, eight 
Hundred Eggs at five Pence a Hundred; beſides many Mar- 
row Bones, much Fruit and Spice, and a great quantity of 
Milk, Cream and Flour, all in proportion too to the Prices 
that 1 have ſpecity d: and upon theſe Days of Rejoycing 
withal they us'd to have twelve Minſtrels, viz. ſix from Co- 
ventry and ſix from Maiden head, for which and for other uſes 
of the Fraternity Wil;am Dyar, Vicar of Bray in Berks, gave 
them five Tenements in Eaſt St. Helens Street, three Tene- 
ments in Veſt St. Helen's Street, and other Lands in Albing- 
ton. So that conſidering the cheapneſs of Things in thoſe 
Times, Geffry Barbour's Contribution was very great and 
extraordinary, and 'tis nothing but Juſtice to ſtyle him the 
Founder of che Bridge, the Stones whercof, as well as thoſe 
of Burford Bridge, were taken out of the Quarries of Be- 
Piſleigh and Stanford, and were given them by Sir Peter Beſ- 
fils, who moreover, beſides the Money he gave for carrying 
on the building of the Bridges, by his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment, dated O06. 23. 1424. gave all his Lands, 'Tenements 
and Reverſions in Abbington towards the perpetual Mainte- 
nance and Repair ot them. Beſides Geffry Barbour's Bene- 
faction to this Work, he was likewiſe ſo great a Benefactor 
to the Hoſpital of S:. Helen, that ſome look upon him now, 
as they did even in- Mr. Lelands Time, to have been the 
chief Founder of it. He was alſo in other reſpects a very 
great Friend to this Town, and did ſo much good in the 
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* See pag. 22. of a certain Leiger Book, now lying in the Hall of chriſ's 
Hoſpiral at Allington, intitled A Monument of Chriſtian Munificence, written | 
in the Year 1627. by Francis Little, ſometime Mayor of Abbington, and one 
of the Governours of this Hoſpital. In which Book (written with no 15 
Judgment) is a ſhort Account of the Monaſtery of. Albington, of the Hoſpital 
of the Fraternity of the Holy-Croſs, and of divers other things relating to 
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Place, that he is always mention'd by the Inhabitants with 
the moſt ef Reſpect. He was firſt of all buried in the 
Abbey Church; but upon the Diſſolution he was tranſlated 
from thence in the moſt folemn manner to St. Helen's 
Church, where I have ſeen his Grave-ſtone, and find the 
following Inſcription upon it: Hic jacet Galfridus Barbour, 
Mercator de Abendon, quondam Bal:vus Briſtoliæ, qui obiit 
vice ſimo primo die Aprilis anno Domini 1417.

Other old Monuments have been defac'd and ucterl 
deſtroy'd by Puritans, Presbyterians, and the reſt of the whi- 
ning Crew, purely out of a vain, idle Conceit, that the Me- 
mory of no Roman Catholicks ought to be preſerv'd. This 
Town hath been famous for Fanaticks, and *tis no wonder 
that there is fo little of ſuch kind of Antiquities remaining 
amongſt them; and yet theſe Principles have not prevail'd 
ſo far upon them as to eraſe out of their Minds the Honour 
that is due to Geffry Barbour; which, perhaps, may be owing, 
in ſome meaſure, to this, that they do not believe him to 
have been a rigorous Roman Catholick, but rather an Enemy 
to the Pope. We cannot conceive what rejoycing there was 
upon the finiſhing of Culbam Bridge, not only becauſe a ſtop 
was put by this means to the Miſchiefs which us'd to happen 
in ferrying over the Water, but alſo becauſe it conduc'd 
very much to the inriching of the Town by influencin 
Travellers in their Way from Glouceſter to London to pe 
through it, and not through Valingford as they had been ac- 
cuſtom'd to do. And *tis to be noted that 'twas nothing elſe 
but a ſenſe of the many Benefits that accru'd from hence to 
this Place that occalion'd Mr. Richard Fannand Iron-Monger 
n the Year 1457. (being the 36. Year of the Reign of K. 
Hen. VI.) to put up a Table in the Hall of St. Helens Hoſpi- 
tal in Memory of Geffry Barbour, &c. in which we have an 
exact, tho? rude and barbarous, Deſcription of the proceed- 
ings in Building of culbam Bridge, together with ſome Latin 
Verſes at the beginning (in which K. Henry the V. is men- 
tion'd as the Founder of both Bridges) and the Rebus of Ab- 
bington at the end, (which differs ſomewhat from that in Dr. 
Plot's Letter *.) *Tis this Table that is here cited by Mr. 
Leland, and *tis now hanging in the Hall of the preſent Hoſ- 
paal, but being like to come to _ in ſome time, I ſhall

Reverend Mr. Morton in his Natural Hiſtory + of tha 
County, which came out ſome conſiderable le after 
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had printed my Draught of the Stunsfield Pavement, and the 
Diſcourſe about it. Mr. Morton indeed ſays * that the Nether 
e Pavement exceeds all the teſſellated Pavements that 
debe had either ſeen or read of in Englaud. But in reference 
to this Matter it muſt be noted that the Ancients diſtributed 

their teſſellated Pavements into three Claſſes. Thoſe were 
look'd upon and eſteem'd by them as the principal which re- 
reſented the Images of the Gods and of Men. Thoſe that 
exhibited the Figures of Birds and of Animals were plac'd in 

the ſecond Claſs. And thoſe in the third Claſs which had 

on them the Figures of other Interior Beings. Greater care 

was taken about the firſt Sort than about either of the other 

nde, kinds, and the Work was i{tyl'd by the Greeks prze20g2x9ie 
„(ss have oblerv'd in my Diſcourſe ) in oppolition to the 
de, BY Work that belong'd to the other two kinds, which was call'd 
roma. So that from hence it will appear that our Stunſ- 
feld Pavement, which hath Apollo Sagittarius upon it, (for 
even thoſe Gods are reckon'd amongſt the Div? Sagittari: 
which have either a felum or a jaculum allign'd them, as well 
as thoſe which have a ſ/agztta properly ſo call'd) is of the 
belt Sort of teſſellated Pavements, and that that of Nether Hey- 
ford is of the ordinary kind, and much interior to divers that 
have been diſcover'd in Exgland. Twill not become me 
( who have not view'd the Place ) to enter into diſpute about 
the occaſion of this Pavement of Nether Heyford, nor to ſay 
any thing about the other Antiquities found thereabouts ; 
but however leaſt ſome Perſons thould unwarily conclude 
from what Mr. Morton hath ſaid that not only that Pavement, 
but all other Pavements found in England, as well as elſe— 
where, are Sepulchral Monuments, I ſhall crave leave to 
make the following Remarks. Frr/?, I think it cannot be 
jultly inferr'd from the Fragments Mr. Morton mentions that 
here were ever any Urns. Secondly, | grant that Sepulchral 
Monuments were ſometimes (tho' not very frequently) 
adorn'd with teſſellated Work, as appears from Santi Bartoli, 
and other Authors that I could mention. But then a bare 
Citation of theſe Authors will not prove this to have bcen a.

| readily allow that Servius's Obſervation is very juſt and true 
but then, under Favour, tis nothing to Mr. Morton's purpoſe 
Serwius flouriſh'd in the Reign of Theodoſius, not long aft 
the time (I believe) that this Pavement was made. Now 
it be at all pertinent to Mr. Morton, it muſt prove that th 
Romans bury'd in their own Houſes at that very time whe 
they were reſident in this Ifle.
